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Foreword 


This  booklet  outlines  plans  for  the  fourth  Andover  Sum¬ 
mer  Session,  opening  on  June  27,  1945. 

The  previous  three  annual  Summer  Sessions  were  even 
more  successful  than  had  been  hoped.  They  offered  an  op¬ 
portunity  for  a  small  group  of  regular  Phillips  Academy 
undergraduates,  by  speeding  up  their  programs,  to  earn 
diplomas  some  months  earlier  than  would  ordinarily  have 
been  the  case.  They  enabled  new  candidates  for  the  younger 
classes  to  become  acclimated  to  Andover  standards  and 
procedures  before  starting  the  Fall  Term.  They  gave  to  a 
considerable  number  of  applicants  from  other  schools, 
both  public  and  independent,  important  educational  op¬ 
portunities. 

The  1945  Session,  sponsored  and  supported  by  the 
Trustees  of  Phillips  Academy,  will  again  make  full  use 
of  the  Academy’s  facilities  and  experienced  faculty  to  pre¬ 
pare  boys  for  national  service.  Through  it,  the  school  will, 
we  are  sure,  make  another  real  contribution  to  the  all-out 
war  effort.

PKill  ips  Academy 

Phillips  Academy  in  Andover,  Massachusetts,  is  a  college- 
preparatory,  boarding  school  for  boys.  Now  in  its  167th 
year,  Andover,  as  the  Academy  is  often  called,  has  an  en¬ 
rollment  of  over  seven  hundred  and  a  faculty  of  seventy- 
two.  Its  students,  ranging  in  age  from  thirteen  to  eighteen, 
this  year  come  from  thirty-eight  states  and  fourteen 
foreign  countries. 

Phillips  Academy  is  a  liberal,  modern  school  with  a  long 
tradition  of  national  service  and  devotion  to  democratic 
ideals.  It  has  always  sought  to  develop  in  its  students 
sound  scholarship  and  manly  character,  emphasizing 
resourcefulness,  self-reliance,  and  independence. 

Throughout  the  four  years  of  its  curriculum,  Andover 
stresses  thorough  training  in  English,  mathematics,  science, 
history,  and  foreign  languages,  while  offering  a  wide  variety 
of  other  liberal  arts  studies.  Scholarship  funds  put  the 
education  which  it  offers  within  reach  of  any  serious  and 
able  student  in  need  of  aid. 

The  town  of  Andover,  in  historic  Essex  county,  is  twenty- 
five  miles  north  of  Boston,  from  which  it  is  easily  reached 
by  train  or  bus. 


The  Andover  Summer  Session 

The  Summer  Session  is  an  integral  part  of  Phillips 
Academy.  Instituted  in  1942  primarily  as  a  war-time 
measure,  it  enables  boys  from  Andover  and  other  schools 
to  finish  their  secondary  school  education  before  being 
called  to  military  service  and  to  get  training  which  will 
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prepare  them  more  rapidly  and  thoroughly  for  national 
service,  both  in  this  war  emergency  and  beyond. 

The  Summer  Session  has  other  important  functions.  It 
offers  many  younger  boys  the  stimulating  experience  of 
school  life  away  from  home,  the  opportunity  of  making 
friends  with  boys  from  diverse  localities  and  backgrounds, 
and  the  challenge  of  rigorous  preparatory  school  standards. 
It  gives  boys  who  are  planning  to  enter  Andover  in  the  fall 
an  opportunity  to  strengthen  their  academic  preparation 
and  to  adjust  themselves  to  Andover  standards  and  life. 
It  also  assists  students  who  are  short  of  normal  class  stand¬ 
ing  to  make  up  their  deficiencies. 

Up  to  the  limit  of  its  summer  capacity,  the  Andover 
Summer  Session  welcomes  qualified  boys  from  high 
schools  and  preparatory  schools  throughout  the 
country.  Last  summer  two  hundred  and  sixty  boys  at¬ 
tended,  representing  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  differ¬ 
ent  schools,  thirty-six  states,  and  six  foreign  countries.  Of 
this  number  of  students,  ninety-six  were  Phillips  Acade¬ 
my  boys;  seventy-one  prepared  themselves  in  the  Summer 
Session  to  enter  Andover  in  the  fall;  and  ninety-three 
came  only  for  the  summer. 

The  comprehensive  curriculum  of  the  Summer  Session 
meets  the  varying  needs  of  boys  of  different  ages.  Further, 
for  all  of  its  students  the  Session  provides  a  well-rounded 
educational  experience  outside  the  classroom.  All  students 
take  part  in  daily  assemblies  planned  to  increase  under¬ 
standing  of  modern  problems,  both  domestic  and  foreign, 
with  emphasis  upon  post-war  needs.  All  boys  give  a  portion 
of  their  time, — approximately  one  afternoon  a  week, — to 
work  projects  on  the  Academy  grounds,  in  a  school  garden, 
or  on  neighboring  farms.  In  addition  to  daily  sports,  they 
participate  in  a  rigorous  program  of  body-building  exer¬ 
cises. 
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WAR  PROGRAM  FOR  ANDOVER  SENIORS 


Phillips  Academy  Seniors  who  become  liable  to  in¬ 
duction  under  the  Selective  Service  Act  before  February, 
1946,  and  who  therefore  might  not  be  permitted  by  the 
government  to  remain  in  school  until  their  graduation  in 
June,  may  begin  their  senior  year  in  the  Summer  Session. 
After  three  terms  of  the  normal  Senior  program,  they  will 
be  graduated  at  the  end  of  the  winter  term,  late  in  Febru¬ 
ary,  1946.  This  program  is  open  to  qualified  boys  who  have 
not  previously  attended  Phillips  Academy.* 

THE  SUMMER  SESSION  CURRICULUM 

A  brief  description  of  the  courses  offered  in  the  Summer 
Session  is  given  on  pages  19-28  of  this  catalogue.  No  course 
will  be  given  unless  it  has  a  sufficient  enrollment.  The  time- 
schedule  of  the  recitations  may,  in  some  instances,  restrict 
the  free  choice  of  courses.  Applicants  for  admission  are 
expected  to  make  known  the  courses  which  they  wish  to 
take,  and  will  be  informed  of  any  conflicts  of  hours  as  soon 
as  the  schedule  is  fixed. 

Summer  Session  courses  are  of  four  main  kinds,  de¬ 
scribed  below:  major  courses;  minor  courses  doing  ad¬ 
vanced  work;  minor  review  courses;  and  activities  courses. 
In  general,  it  is  expected  that  boys  who  attend  for  the  sum¬ 
mer  only  will  take  new  and  advanced  work  rather  than 
review  courses  designed  to  make  up  previous  failures. 

Major  Courses 

Major  courses  normally  meet  two  periods  a  day,  six 
days  a  week,  usually  during  the  first  and  last  hours  of  the 
morning.

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A  major  course  is  substantially  the  equivalent  of  a 
similar  full  course  taken  during  the  regular  academic  year 
at  Phillips  Academy.  An  Andover  student  who  completes 
a  major  course  in  the  Summer  Session  receives  one  unit 
of  credit  for  it  towards  his  diploma.  Other  secondary 
schools  have  been  willing  to  give  similar  credit  for  such  a 
course,  but  in  each  case  individual  arrangements  must  be 
made  by  the  student  with  the  school  in  question. 

Minor  Courses 

Minor  courses  meet  one  period  a  day,  six  days  a  week. 

One  type  of  minor  course  does  advanced  work  and  car¬ 
ries  one-half  unit  of  credit.  In  this  category  are  courses  in 
mathematics  and  sciences,  of  especial  value  as  pre-military 
training,  and  courses  in  literature  and  history. 

The  other  type  of  minor  is  the  review  course  which  pro¬ 
vides  opportunity  to  make  up  work  failed  during  the  regu¬ 
lar  school  year  or  to  strengthen  foundations  in  basic  sub¬ 
jects.  Such  courses  are  particularly  helpful  to  a  boy  who, 
planning  to  enter  Phillips  Academy  in  the  fall,  needs  fur¬ 
ther  grounding  in  the  materials  he  will  study  the  following 
year.  Successful  completion  of  a  review  course  secures 
credit  for  that  course  at  Phillips  Academy  without  further 
examination. 

Activities  Courses 

The  activities  courses,  meeting  after  lunch  four  periods 
a  week,  are  designed  to  meet  a  variety  of  needs  and  inter¬ 
ests.  Some  give  training  in  practical  skills;  some  supple¬ 
ment  the  work  of  the  regular  academic  courses  or  help  to 
strengthen  subjects  to  be  pursued  in  the  fall;  others  offer 
opportunities  to  follow  hobbies  or  are  of  a  purely  cultural 
nature.  In  these  periods  many  boys  improve  their  facility 
in  speaking  and  understanding  foreign  languages. 

Activities  courses  normally  require  only  fifteen  to  thirty

minutes  of  outside  preparation  for  each  meeting,  and  do 
not  count  for  credit  at  Andover. 

THE  NORMAL  PROGRAM 

Each  boy’s  program  is  carefully  planned  by  his  faculty 
adviser. 

The  normal  schedule  is  twelve  hours  a  week  of  regular 
academic  work  (one  major  course  or  two  minor  courses) 
plus  four  periods  a  week  of  afternoon  activities  courses. 

Boys  with  special  needs  and  acceptable  academic  quali¬ 
fications  may  carry  eighteen  hours  a  week  of  regular  aca¬ 
demic  work  (usually  one  major  and  one  minor  course). 
In  this  event  they  do  not  take  an  activities  course.  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  intensive  nature  of  the  major  courses,  no 
student  is  permitted  to  attempt  two  of  them. 

DAILY  ASSEMBLIES 

To  further  the  Summer  Session’s  basic  aim  of  preparing 
boys  for  eventual  national  service,  the  daily  assemblies 
are  designed  to  increase  general  understanding  of  important 
contemporary  problems,  both  national  and  international, 
with  which  the  post-war  world  will  be  faced.  Four  days  a 
week,  brief  talks  will  be  given  by  members  of  the  faculty 
and  outside  speakers,  followed  by  a  question  period.  As  in 
past  Sessions,  use  will  also  be  made  of  educational  and 
documentary  films.  One  assembly  period  each  week  is 
devoted  to  group  singing  and  other  student  activities. 

RELIGIOUS  SERVICES 

A  simple  religious  service  is  held  on  Sundays  in  the 
early  evening.  Students  are  required  to  attend  either  this 
service  or  a  service  in  one  of  the  town  churches.  The 
Academy  minister  will  be  a  member  of  the  Summer  Session 
faculty  and  available  for  consultation  with  students.

WORK  PROGRAM 


Each  Summer  Session  student  is  required  to  share  in  the 
physical  labor  of  the  community.  Such  work  on  the 
school’s  garden,  grounds,  and  buildings  not  only  gives 
boys  valuable  practical  experience  but  also  enables  them 
to  make  a  direct  contribution  towards  relieving  national 
food  and  labor  shortages.  Each  boy,  in  company  with 
faculty  members  who  have  offered  their  services,  will  give 
one  afternoon  a  week  to  such  work,  and  will  stand  ready 
to  help  out  at  other  times  if  an  emergency  arises. 

Those  who  wish  to  spend  more  time  in  farming  and  other 
essential  tasks  for  which  manpower  is  scarce  may  apply 
for  steady  jobs  at  the  school  or  on  neighboring  farms.  Boys 
accepted  for  these  steady  jobs  will  be  excused  from  other 
afternoon  activity  and  athletic  programs  and  will  receive 
compensation  at  the  prevailing  rates.  No  boy  who  is  carry¬ 
ing  more  than  twelve  hours  of  regular  academic  ivork  will  be 
accepted  for  such  steady  jobs . 


PHYSICAL  FITNESS  AND  SPORTS 

The  Summer  Session  has  a  comprehensive  health  and 
athletic  program.  Four  days  a  week,  each  student,  unless 
excused  for  the  work  program,  takes  part  in  body-building 
exercises.  Designed  to  develop  muscular  coordination,  good 
posture,  strength,  and  physiological  efficiency,  these 
exercises  have  proved  extremely  effective  in  both  the 
regular  and  summer  sessions  of  Phillips  Academy. 

Organized  sports  follow  the  body-building  exercises. 
Tennis,  swimming,  baseball,  soft  ball,  volley  ball,  outdoor 
basketball,  and  informal  track  athletics  are  offered,  with 
frequent  intramural  contests  and  tournaments.  The  num¬ 
erous  Academy  playing  fields,  baseball  diamonds,  and 
tennis  courts  provide  excellent  facilities.  On  rainy  days  the 
Case  Memorial  Cage  and  the  Borden  Gymnasium  are  used. 
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At  the  start  of  the  Session  a  swimming  test  is  given  to 
each  boy,  and  those  who  cannot  swim  are  required  to  take 
lessons  in  the  Academy  pool.  Swimming  instruction  is  also 
given  to  others  who  wish  it.  Emphasis  is  put  upon  a  water- 
safety  program  following  the  recommendations  of  the 
American  Red  Cross  and  the  military  services. 

Swimming  is  also  available  in  the  Bobby  Thompson 
Pond,  an  attractive  small  lake  in  the  Moncrieff  Cochran 
sanctuary,  ninety  acres  of  woodland  adjoining  the  Acade¬ 
my  campus.  In  hours  permitted  for  student  swimming,  a 
lifeguard  will  be  in  attendance. 

HEALTH  SUPERVISION  AND  MEDICAL  CARE 

In  addition  to  directing  the  physical  fitness  program 
described  above,  the  Academy  Department  of  Health 
supervises  the  Summer  Session  diet,  the  health  of  food 
handlers,  the  condition  of  the  swimming  pool  and  pond, 
and  other  aspects  of  community  hygiene. 

The  Isham  Infirmary,  a  well-equipped  small  hospital,  is 
open  throughout  the  Summer  Session,  with  a  trained  nurse 
in  attendance  and  the  school  physician  available.  Students 
are  urged  to  seek  the  help  of  the  school  physician  in  any 
matter  pertaining  to  their  mental  or  physical  health.  In 
an  emergency,  hospitals  and  specialists  of  the  city  of  Bos¬ 
ton  can  be  reached  within  an  hour.  There  is  no  charge  for 
care  at  the  Isham  Infirmary  in  the  event  of  minor  injuries 
or  illnesses  of  short  duration.  Extra  charges  are  made  if 
the  services  of  private  nurses  or  consultants  prove  neces¬ 
sary,  or  in  the  event  of  injuries  or  illnesses  involving  a 
physician’s  attention  and  more  than  three  days’  stay  at 
the  Infirmary.  After  the  third  day  at  the  Infirmary  a 
charge  of  $3.00  a  day  is  made. 

In  order  to  assist  parents  in  budgeting  such  expense  for 
extra  medical  care,  blanket  accident  and  health  insurance 
is  offered  to  Summer  Session  boarding  students  at  a  charge 


of  $5.00  for  the  entire  eight  weeks.  This  will  be  included  on 
the  Summer  Session  tuition  bill  unless  advance  notice  is 
given  that  it  is  not  desired. 

A  doctor’s  certificate  stating  each  student’s  fitness  to 
participate  in  all  parts  of  the  Summer  Session  program 
must  be  furnished  by  all  boys  who  have  not  previously 
attended  Phillips  Academy. 

DISCIPLINE  AND  INDIVIDUAL  RESPONSIBILITY 

Attendance  at  the  Andover  Summer  Session  implies  a 
serious  purpose  on  the  part  of  the  student  and  a  willingness 
to  assume  a  large  measure  of  responsibility  for  maintaining 
order  and  for  cooperating  directly  in  the  running  of  the 
Session.  Rules  are  few  and  simple,  and  are  based  on  the 
assumption  that  the  student  is  willing  and  able  to  disci¬ 
pline  himself. 

Dormitories  have  faculty  supervision.  The  students 
themselves  perform  some  of  the  everyday  tasks  connected 
with  the  operation  of  the  school.  They  make  their  own 
beds,  keep  their  rooms  in  order,  serve  themselves  at  meals, 
and  take  their  turn  at  the  regular  work  of  the  dining  hall. 
Every  student  is  required  to  meet  all  his  appointments. 

With  the  exception  of  the  first  and  last  weekends  of  the 
Session,  students  in  good  standing  may  go  to  their  homes 
or  visit  their  friends’  homes  on  weekends,  leaving  after 
their  last  appointment  on  Saturday  and  returning  in  time 
for  evening  study  hours  on  Sunday.  Similar  privileges 
are  allowed  for  Saturday  and  Sunday  day  trips  to  nearby 
places.  But  all  out-of-town  excuses  may  be  withheld  if  a 
student’s  record  is  unsatisfactory  or  if,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  faculty,  his  work  would  suffer  through  his  absence. 

Any  student  who  shows  himself  unwilling  to  conform 
to  the  spirit  of  the  Session,  who  neglects  his  work,  or  who 
is  believed  to  exercise  an  injurious  influence  upon  others 
may  be  dismissed  at  any  time.

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FACULTY  AND  EQUIPMENT 


The  Trustees  and  Headmaster  of  Phillips  Academy  have 
full  authority  over  the  Summer  Session.  Immediate  con¬ 
trol  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Summer  Session  faculty  and  the 
Director.  The  faculty  of  about  forty  men  is  drawn  almost 
entirely  from  the  regular  Academy  teaching  staff.  All  the 
buildings,  equipment,  and  facilities  of  the  Academy  are 
available  for  the  Summer  Session.  Classes  are  held  in  the 
regular  classroom  buildings  and  students  eat  in  the  Com¬ 
mons  and  live  in  the  brick  dormitories.  The  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes  Library,  containing  over  fifty  thousand  volumes, 
the  Addison  Gallery  of  American  Art,  and  the  museum  of 
the  Peabody  Foundation  for  Archaeology  are  open 
throughout  the  summer.

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THE  YOUNGER  BOYS 


Special  provision  is  made  for  a  limited  number  of 
younger  boys  who  plan  to  enter  the  Junior,  or  first-year, 
class  of  Phillips  Academy  in  September  and  who  wish  to 
gain  experience  for  the  regular  Andover  program.  These 
pre- Juniors  live  by  themselves  under  special  faculty  super¬ 
vision  in  Rockwell  House,  a  well-equipped  Junior  dormi¬ 
tory.  Unless  ready  for  more  advanced  academic  work,  they 
study  English  and  arithmetic,  in  minor  courses,  to  strength¬ 
en  their  foundation  in  these  basic  fields,  and  take  an  activi¬ 
ties  course. 


EXPENSES 

The  charge  for  a  boarding  student  at  the  Summer 
Session  is  $300,  which  covers  tuition,  room,  and  board. 
Each  student  is  required  to  make  a  deposit  of  $25  when  his 
application  is  accepted.*  The  balance  of  the  charge  is  due 
in  two  installments:  $150  by  July  1  and  $125  by  August  1. 

The  charge  for  day  students  is  $140,  which  covers  tuition 
and  lunches,  but  no  other  meals.  Day  students  are  re¬ 
quired  to  make  a  deposit  of  $10  when  admitted  and  to  pay 
the  balance  by  July  1. 

All  checks  should  be  made  payable  to  the  Trustees  of 
Phillips  Academy.  Preliminary  deposits  should  be  mailed 
to  the  Director  of  the  Summer  Session.  July  and  August 
tuition  checks  should  be  mailed,  upon  receipt  of  bills, 
directly  to  the  treasurer  of  Phillips  Academy. 

Dormitory  rooms  are  equipped  with  furniture,  bed 
linen,  and  blankets.  Students  must  furnish  their  own  desk 
lamps  and,  in  addition  to  clothes,  towels,  and  personal 
effects,  such  individual  athletic  equipment  as  they  may 

*For  a  Senior  enrolled  in  the  War  Program  the  deposit  is  $50,  this 
deposit  replacing  the  one  required  of  students  who  start  the  year  in 
September. 
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wish.  Expenses  beyond  the  $300  charge  should  be  light. 
They  will  include  small  sums  for  personal  laundry,  books, 
incidentals,  and  spending  money.  Many  of  the  books 
needed  can  be  rented  from  the  Academy  Loan  Library. 
All  students  are  expected  to  live  simply,  and  expenditures 
beyond  the  Summer  Session  charges  and  transportation 
need  not  exceed  $25. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 

Ten  full  scholarships  of  $300  each  and  a  number  of  addi¬ 
tional  partial  scholarships  will  be  awarded  to  boys  of  un¬ 
usual  promise  not  previously  enrolled  in  Phillips  Academy 
whose  chief  purpose  in  coming  to  the  Summer  Session  is 
to  prepare  more  effectively  for  eventual  national  service. 
Scholarship  boys  will  be  expected  to  take  some  small  job 
necessary  to  the  smooth  functioning  of  the  Session,  but 
such  work  will  not  interfere  with  full  participation  in  the 
life  of  the  school. 

Awards  will  be  based  mainly  on  three  factors:  intel¬ 
lectual  ability,  character,  and  financial  need.  Also  con¬ 
sidered  is  achievement  in  some  worth  while  activity  out¬ 
side  the  classroom;  i.e.,  responsible  participation  in  com¬ 
munity  affairs,  student  government,  or  other  extra-cur¬ 
ricular  activity,  or  developed  special  interests  of  an  intel¬ 
lectual  or  artistic  nature. 

Scholarship  applications  should  be  made  on  special 
blanks  which  will  be  furnished  on  request.  These,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  materials  which  they  call  for,  must  be 
returned  to  the  Director  by  May  15.  Awards  will  be  made 
by  May  25.  Although  funds  for  scholarship  aid  are  limited, 
it  is  hoped  that  no  outstanding  student  of  serious  purpose 
will  be  prevented  for  financial  reasons  from  enrolling. 
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ADMISSION 


Because  of  the  purpose  and  nature  of  the  Summer 
Session,  entrance  examinations  are  not  required  of  regular 
Summer  Session  students.*  All  students,  however,  must 
present  acceptable  evidence  of  serious  purpose,  good  char¬ 
acter,  and  ability  to  meet  the  scholastic  standards  of 
Phillips  Academy.  Whenever  possible,  a  personal  inter¬ 
view  should  be  arranged.  Since  the  capacity  of  the  Sum¬ 
mer  Session  is  definitely  limited,  early  application  is 
highly  desirable. 

An  applicant  for  admission  should  fill  out  completely  the 
form  in  the  back  of  this  catalogue  and  send  it,  together 
with  all  materials  which  it  requests,  to  the  Director.  The 
Summer  Session  will  then  send  to  the  principal  of  the 
school  which  the  applicant  last  attended  a  request  for 
official  records  of  his  work  and  a  certificate  attesting  his 
good  character. 

If  a  student  wishes  to  obtain  academic  credit  at  his 
school  for  work  done  in  the  Summer  Session,  he  should 
secure  the  approval  of  his  principal  in  advance. 

Each  student  must  fill  out  a  health  questionnaire  and 
secure  a  physician’s  certificate.  These  are  combined  on  a 
special  blank  which  will  be  sent  to  the  parents  of  each  boy 
before  the  opening  of  the  Session.

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Course  Offering

The  following  are  descriptions  of  courses  open  to  regular 
Summer  Session  students. 

The  number  of  courses  a  student  is  permitted  to  carry  is 
stated  on  page  9  of  this  catalogue.  Please  read  this  care¬ 
fully  before  filling  out  an  application  blank. 

The  symbol  R  after  a  course  title  indicates  a  review 
course.  All  other  courses,  whether  major  or  minor,  do  new 
or  advanced  work. 

Major  courses  ordinarily  meet  12  hours  a  week  and 
minor  courses  6  hours  a  week. 

MATHEMATICS 

Mathematics  4  12  Hours 

The  regular  fourth-year  course  in  elementary  mathematics. 
Prerequisite  is  the  satisfactory  completion  of  three  years’  work 
in  secondary  mathematics :  namely,  elementary  and  inter¬ 
mediate  algebra  and  plane  geometry.  For  the  Summer  Session 
the  course  comprises  any  two  of  the  following  three  parts. 

Any  one  part  may  be  taken  as  a  separate  minor  course. 

Mathematics  4  T  6  Hours 

Plane  trigonometry  and  logarithms.  Special  attention  will 
be  given  to  problem  material  that  is  most  pertinent  to  military 
service. 

Mathematics  4  S  6  Hours 

Solid  geometry.  Spatial  relations,  constructions,  loci,  and 
computations  will  be  emphasized. 

Mathematics  4  A  6  Hours 

The  study  of  the  following  topics  in  advanced  algebra: 
imaginary  and  complex  numbers,  the  theory  of  higher  degree 
equations,  determinants,  permutations,  combinations,  proba¬ 
bility,  scales  of  notation,  undetermined  coefficients,  summa¬ 
tion  of  series,  and  mathematical  induction.

Mathematics  3  12  Hours 

A  course  in  plane  geometry  for  which  elementary  and  inter¬ 
mediate  algebra  are  prerequisites.  The  course  covers  five  books 
of  plane  geometry,  many  originals,  loci,  constructions,  and 
numerical  exercises. 


Mathematics  3  R  6  Hours 

A  general  review  of  plane  geometry. 

Mathematics  2  12  Hours 

A  course  in  elementary  and  intermediate  algebra  for  which 
a  thorough  grounding  in  at  least  one  year  of  algebra  is  prere¬ 
quisite. 

Mathematics  2  R  6  Hours 

A  general  review  of  elementary  and  intermediate  algebra. 


Mathematics  1  12  Hours 

The  beginning  course  in  algebra  covering  the  subject  through 
the  solution  of  simultaneous  equations,  one  linear  and  the  other 
quadratic. 


Mathematics  1  R  6  Hours 

A  general  review  of  first-year  algebra,  designed  to  anticipate 
the  second  year  study  in  this  field. 


Arithmetic  6  Hours 

Basic  preparation  for  the  first  year  in  mathematics  in  Phillips 
Academy,  this  course  covers  the  fundamental  processes  with 
whole,  fractional,  decimal,  and  denominate  numbers;  per¬ 
centage,  simple  interest  relations  and  applications;  square  root; 
common  tables  of  measures;  mensuration  of  areas  and  volumes; 
elementary  graphing  of  statistical  material;  and  mental  drill. 
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SCIENCES 


Physics  12  Hours 

This  course  consists  of  two  parts,  given  concurrently.  Each 
part  includes  laboratory  work.  Successful  completion  of  both 
halves  of  the  course  will  secure  credit  for  a  year's  work  in  Physics. 

Either  part  may  be  taken  as  a  separate  minor  course. 

Physics  A  6  Hours 

Mechanics  and  Heat. 

Physics  B  6  Hours 

Magnetism,  Electricity,  Light,  and  Sound. 

Chemistry  12  Hours 

Emphasis  is  placed  upon  an  understanding  of  the  funda¬ 
mental  concepts  of  chemistry  and  upon  sound  reasoning  based  on 
those  concepts.  Whenever  possible,  the  applications  of  chemistry 
to  the  war  and  to  post-war  problems  will  be  stressed.  The  course 
includes  laboratory  work. 


NAVIGATION  AND  MECHANICAL  DRAWING 

Navigation  6  Hours 

Open  to  students  who  either  have  had  plane  trigonometry  or 
are  taking  the  subject  during  the  Summer  Session.  Emphasis  is 
chiefly  upon  the  underlying  theory  of  navigation,  and  consider¬ 
able  work  is  done  with  the  sextant,  charts,  and  plotting  sheets. 
The  text  used  is  Dutton’s  Navigation  and  Nautical  Astronomy, 
United  States  Naval  Institute,  1942. 

Mechanical  Drawing  12  or  6  Hours 

This  course  provides  preliminary  training  in  engineering 
drafting.  It  covers  the  use  of  drawing  instruments,  lettering, 
geometric  constructions,  orthographic  and  isometric  projections, 
sectioning,  and  working  drawings.  For  the  use  of  instruments 
and  supplies  there  will  be  a  service  charge  of  approximately 
eight  dollars. 

The  six-hour  course  is  an  abridgment  of  the  above.  Neither 
course  requires  outside  preparation.  Successful  completion  of 
the  twelve-hour  course  secures  one-half  unit  of  credit  towards 
an  Andover  diploma. 
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FOREIGN  LANGUAGES 


The  major  courses  in  foreign  languages  are  planned  to  meet 
the  usual  college  entrance  requirements  for  each  year  of  study. 

The  following  major  courses,  all  of  12  hours,  are  offered: 
French  1;  French  2;  French  3;  German  1;  German  2;  Spanish 
1;  Spanish  2;  and  Latin  2. 

The  minor  courses  in  foreign  languages  are  all  review  courses 
for  students  who  have  failed  the  work  previously  or  who  feel 
the  need  of  additional  training  in  order  to  strengthen  their 
foundations. 

The  following  review  courses,  all  of  6  hours,  are  offered: 

French  1  R;  French  2  R;  French  3  R;  German  1  R;  German 
2  R;  Spanish  1  R;  Spanish  2  R;  Latin  1  R;  Latin  2  R. 

Special  attention  is  called  here  to  the  opportunity  avail¬ 
able  in  the  afternoon  activities  period  (see  page  27)  to  sup¬ 
plement  courses  in  modern  languages  by  further  practice  in 
speaking  them. 


ENGLISH 

English  4  A  6  Hours 

This  course  gives  training  in  reading  and  writing  at  the  level 
of  English  4,  with  emphasis  upon  the  analysis  and  exposition  of 
ideas.  The  readings  are  mainly  in  the  essay,  the  drama,  and  the 
novel.  The  composition  work  stresses  the  fundamentals  of 
rhetoric,  including  organization  of  materials,  paragraphing,  and 
sentence  structure. 

Qualified  students  who  need  further  training  in  English  at 
this  level  may,  by  special  permission,  also  take  the  four-hour 
course  in  English  4  open  to  Andover  Seniors  enrolled  in  the  war 
program.  This  constitutes  a  term's  work  in  the  regular  Phillips 
Academy  English  4  course. 

English  3  10  Hours 

This  course  gives  training  in  composition,  with  emphasis 
upon  exposition,  and  upon  the  understanding  and  appreciation  of 
various  types  of  literature.  It  is  a  major  course,  the  successful 
completion  of  which  secures  admission  to  English  4. 
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GEORGE  WASHINGTON  HALL 
Administration  Building  and  Auditorium 


The  other  English  courses  are  all  review  courses  for  students 
who  wish  to  make  up  deficiencies  in  English  or  to  strengthen 
their  foundation  in  the  subject.  Each,  at  the  appropriate  level 
of  difficulty,  gives  training  in  the  basic  skills  of  reading,  writing, 
and  speech,  and  in  the  understanding  and  appreciation  of 
various  types  of  literature. 

The  following  review  courses,  all  of  6  hours,  are  offered: 

Pre- Junior  English;  English  1  R;  English  2  R;  and  English  3  R. 


HISTORY,  GEOGRAPHY,  AND 
SOCIAL  PROBLEMS 

United  States  History,  1898-1945  6  Hours 

The  history  of  the  United  States,  both  domestic  and  foreign, 
from  the  Spanish- American  War  to  the  present  time.  Open  only 
to  Seniors. 

Qualified  students  who  wish  further  work  in  American  history 
may,  by  special  permission,  also  take  the  five-hour  course  in 
American  history  open  to  Andover  Seniors  enrolled  in  the  War 
Program.  This  constitutes  a  term's  work  in  the  regular  Phillips 
Academy  American  history  course  and  covers  the  field  from  the 
Revolutionary  Period  to  1850. 


English  History  8  Hours 

This  course  traces  the  development  of  Parliament  and  in¬ 
stitutions  representative  of  the  English  people,  the  significant 
social  and  political  changes  of  the  seventeenth  century,  and 
colonial  expansion  and  rivalry. 

From  the  middle  of  the  18th  century  on,  topics  include  the 
development  of  industrial  society  and  its  influence  upon  political 
movements,  the  rise  of  modern  imperialism,  and  aspects  of 
Great  Britain’s  policies  in  the  world  today. 

Successful  completion  of  this  course  secures  admission  to 
History  4  at  Phillips  Academy.  Because  of  its  scope,  it  may  not 
be  taken  in  combination  with  a  twelve-hour  course.  It  is  open 
only  to  qualified  boys  from  the  two  upper  classes. 
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World  Geography  6  Hours 

A  survey  of  the  geographical  features,  economic  resources, 
racial  groups,  and  climatic  conditions  in  the  world's  strategic 
areas.  Particular  attention  is  devoted  to  the  conflicting  interests 
of  the  warring  powers  and  to  the  influence  exerted  by  modern 
methods  of  communications.  Open  only  to  qualified  boys  from 
the  two  upper  classes. 

Social  Problems  6  Hours 

A  study  of  the  basic  social  problems  confronting  any  organiza¬ 
tion  of  society.  Particular  attention  is  given  to  population, 
religious  and  racial  groups,  the  family  and  the  home,  and  capital 
and  labor.  Important  contemporary  movements  are  considered, 
with  emphasis  upon  problems  of  post-war  reconstruction  at 
home  and  abroad.  Open  only  to  qualified  boys  from  the  two 
upper  classes. 


ACTIVITIES  COURSES 

Activities  courses  meet  in  the  early  afternoon  four  periods  a 
week.  The  classroom  work,  under  competent  instruction,  is 
similar  to  that  of  the  regular  academic  courses,  but  requires  less 
outside  preparation. 

Piloting 

This  activity  gives  instruction  in  the  use  of  charts,  plotting 
sheets,  and  maps;  the  plotting  of  courses;  and  the  finding  of 
positions  by  various  contact  methods.  Considerable  time  is  spent 
on  an  understanding  of  the  magnetic  and  gyroscopic  compasses 
with  their  errors  and  limitations.  Although  emphasis  will  be 
mainly  on  ships,  some  of  the  problems  peculiar  to  airplanes  will 
be  considered.  For  this  course  some  knowledge  of  geometry  is 
helpful,  though  not  an  absolute  prerequisite. 

Mathematics 

Practice  and  individual  help  on  problems  in  mathematics  at 
various  levels.  For  some  boys,  in  need  of  extra  help  or  with 
special  interests,  this  activity  supplements  the  regular  morning 
classes  in  mathematics.  For  others,  not  taking  mathematics  in 
regular  course  in  the  Summer  Session,  it  provides  opportunity 


to  strengthen  foundations  in  preparation  for  the  work  of  the 
coining  year. 

Science  Club 

This  activity  offers  boys  an  opportunity  to  carry  out  indi¬ 
vidual  scientific  projects  of  their  own.  The  facilities  of  the 
biology,  chemistry,  and  physics  laboratories  and  of  the  radio  and 
wood-working  shops  are  available.  Projects  will  be  suggested, 
but  it  is  advisable  to  have  in  advance  some  idea  of  the  desired 
field  of  work. 

Typewriting 

Instruction  and  practice  in  the  touch  system.  Students  who 
enroll  must  provide  their  own  typewriters. 

Mechanical  Drawing 

The  six-hour  course  in  Mechanical  Drawing  described  on 
page  22  may  be  taken  as  an  activities  course,  although  it  will 
meet  in  a  regular  morning  period. 

Spoken  Foreign  Languages 

Direct-method  classes  in  French,  Spanish,  and  German  are 
held  in  the  activities  hour  for  boys  who  wish  to  supplement  their 
work  in  the  standard  language  courses  or  for  any  others  who 
want  to  gain  facility  in  speaking  and  understanding  one  of  these 
foreign  languages. 

The  American  Community 

This  activity  is  planned  for  boys  who,  interested  in  public 
service,  wish  to  learn  how  an  American  town  organizes  and 
governs  itself.  Members  of  the  group  will  visit  the  Town  Hall, 
a  factory,  a  recreation  center,  a  hospital,  a  jail,  a  state  sani¬ 
tarium,  and  other  public  institutions  and  talk  with  the  men  and 
women  actually  carrying  on  the  work  of  local  government. 
Group  discussions  and  readings  will  supplement  this  direct 
observation. 

Dramatics 

The  acting  and  staging  of  one-act  plays. 
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Reading  and  Writing 

This  activity  is  carried  on  in  the  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes 
Library  under  the  guidance  of  an  English  teacher.  Some  boys 
spend  this  period  in  enlarging  their  background  of  worthwhile 
reading,  planned  with  the  help  of  the  instructor.  Others  com¬ 
bine  such  reading  with  practice  in  various  kinds  of  writing, 
either  for  their  own  enjoyment  or  to  strengthen  their  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  English  course  which  thev  will  take  the  following 
fall. 

Music 

This  activity  is  flexibly  organized  to  develop  varying  inter¬ 
ests  in  music.  Students  may  use  these  periods  for 

(1)  Individual  practice  on  the  piano  or  on  other  musical 
instruments.  Piano  lessons  are  available  at  moderate  extra 
expense. 

(2)  Ensemble  instrumental  music  or  glee  club. 

(3)  Listening  to  records  from  the  Academy  collection,  ex¬ 
plained  and  interpreted  by  an  instructor. 

If  Music  is  elected  as  an  activity,  a  candidate  for  admission 
should  indicate  on  his  application  blank  which  phase  he  desires. 

Studio  Art 

Sketching,  painting,  or  modeling,  under  individual  instruction, 
either  outdoors  or  in  the  studio  of  the  Addison  Gallery  of  Ameri¬ 
can  Art.
